G.S.R. 684(E).—Whereas certain draft rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Rules, 1955, were published as required by sub¬ 
section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Act 1954 (37 of 1954) under the noti¬ 
fication of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Health and Family Welfare (Department of 
Health) No. G.S.R. 1190, dated the 3rd November, 
1980 at page 2391-2393 in the Gazette of India, 
Part II, Section 3, Stib-section (i) dated the 15th 
November, 1980 inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby before 
the expiry of 90 days from the date on which the 
said notification is published in Official Gazette ; 

And whereas, it is considered desirable to re¬ 
publish the said draft rules for information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby; 

Now, therefore, the following draft rules further 
to amend the prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955, which the Central Government proposes to 
make, after consultation with the Central Committee 
for Food Standards’ in exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said 
Act is hereby published as required by the said sub¬ 
jection for information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby and notice is hereby give n that 
♦he said draft rules will be taken Into consi¬ 
deration after the expiry of ninety days from 


the date on which copies of the Gazette in 
which this notification is published are made avail¬ 
able to the public. 

Any objection or suggestion, which] may be receiv¬ 
ed from any person with respect to said draft rules 
before the expiry of the aforesaid period will be con¬ 
sidered by the Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

1 . (1) The rules may be called the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955-(i) in rule 29, in clause (e), th© world ‘‘Con¬ 
fectionary’’ shall be omitted; 

(ii) in rule 49 after sub-rule (15), the following 
sub-rules shall be inserted, namely :—■ 

“(16) No person shall sell mineral oil (food grade) 
for use in confectionery except under Indian Stan¬ 
dards Institute Certification Mark. 

(17) No person shall sell confectionery except in 
wrapped condition. 

Explanation For the purposes of sub rules 
(16) and (17) “confectionery” shall mean sugar 
boiled confectionery and lozenges"; 

(iii) in Appendix ‘B’ for items A.25, A.25.01, 
A25.02 and A.25.03, the following items shall be 
substituted namely :— 

“A.25 CONFECTIONERY 

A.25|01—Sugar boiled CQnfectionery whether sold 
as hard boiled sugar confectionery or pan goods con¬ 
fectionery or toffee or milk toffee or modified toffee 
or lacto-bon-bon or by any other name shall mean 
la processed composite food article made from sugar, 
with or without doctoring agents such as liquid glu¬ 
cose, cream of tartar, either by boiling or by process 
of panning or both. It may contain centre filing 
which may be In the form of liquid semi-solid or 
solids with or without coating of sugar or chocolate 
or both. It may also contain any of the following : 

(i) sweetening agents such as sugar, invert sugar, 

jageery. lactose, gur, bura sugar khandsarl. 
sorbitol, honey; 

(ii) milk and milk products; 

(iii) edible molasses; 

(iv) malt extracts; 

(v) edible starches; 

(vi) edible oils and fats; 

(vil) edible common salt; 
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fviii) fruit and fruit products and nut and nut 
products; 

(is) tea, coffee, chocolate, cocoa; 

(x) vitamins and minerals; 

(xi) S|hellac (food grade) not exceeding 0.4 per 
cent by wt. bees wax (food grade), paraffin 
wax, (food grade) carnauba wax (food 
grade), and other food grade wax or any 
combination thereof; 

' (xii) edible desiccated coconut; 

(xiii) spices and condiments and their extracts; 

(xiv) candid peel; 

(xV) enzymes; 

(xvi) glycerine (foodgrade); 

(xvii) sodium bicarbonate- 

(xviii) Lubricants such as calcium, magnesium or 
sodium salts of stearic acid, talc (Not ex¬ 
ceeding 0.2 per cent), Icing sugar, or liquid 
paraffins (food grade) (known as mineral 
oil); 

(xix) permitted anti-oxidants; 

(xx) gelatine (food grade); 

(xxi) permitted 'stabilizing and emulsifying agents; 

(xxii) permitted flavouring agents; 

(xxiii) acidulants, such as citric acid, tartaric acid 
malic acid, (food grade); 

(xxiv) jellifying agent; 

(xxv) permitted preservatives; 

(xxvi) edible foodgrains; 

(xxvii) calcium bicarbonate, calcium carbonate; 

(xxviii) baking powder; 

(xxix) gulkand, gulbanafsha, mulathi; 

(xxx) puffed rice; 

(xxxi) chinagrass; 

(xxxii) eucalyptus oil, camphor, menthol oil crystals, 
pepper mint oil; 

It shall not contain artificial sweetners and coaltar 
food colour. 

Mineral oil (foodgrade) if used as a lubricant, shall 
not exceed the limit of 0.2 per cent by weight. It 
shall also conform to the following standards, 
namely 

(i) Ash sulphated—Not more than 2.5 f^r cent 
(on salt free basis) by weight : 

Provided that in case of sugar boiled confectionery 
wherein spices are used as centre filling the ash sul¬ 
phated shall not be more than 3 per cent by weight; 

(ii) Ash insoluble—Not more than 0.2 per cent 
In dilute Hydrochloric acid by weight : 
acid 


Provided that in case of sugar boiled confectionery 
where spices are used as centre filling the ash insolu¬ 
ble in dilute Hydrochloric acid shall not be more than 
0.5 per cent. 

Where thd sugar boiled confectionery is sold under 
the name of milk toffee and butter toffee, it shalL con¬ 
form to the following additional requirements as 

shown against each :— 

(1) Milk toffee— 

(i) Total Protein (NX6.25) shall not be less 
than 3 per cent by weight on dry basis; 

(ii) at content shall not be less than 4 per cent 
by weight on dry basis. 

(2) Butter, toffee— fat cantent shall not be less 
than 4 per cent by weight on dry basis. 

It may contain sulphur dioxide in concentration 
not exceeding 350 parts per million. 

A.25.02 lozenges : Lozenges shall mean confections 
made mainly out of pulverised, sugar, or icing 
sugar with binding materials such as edible gums, 
edible gelatine, liquid glucose or dextrin and gene¬ 
rally made from cold mixing which does not require 
primary boiling or cooking of the ingredients. It may 
contain any of the following : — 

(i) sweetening agents such as dextrose, dex¬ 
trose-mono hydrate, honey, glucose, invert 
Sugar, sugar, Jaggery, bura sugar, khandsari 
sorbitol; 

(ii) milk and milk products; 

(iii) nuts and nuts products; 

(iv) malt syrup; 

(v) edible starches; 

(vi) edible common salt; 

(vii) ginger powder or extracts; 

(viii) cinnamon powder or extracts; 

(ix) aniseed powder or extracts; 

(x) caraway powder or extracts; 

(xi) cardamom powder or extracts; 

(xii) cocoa powder or extracts: 

(xiii) proteins; 

(xiv) coffee extracts or its flavour; 

(xv) permitted flavouring agents; 

(xvi) acidulants such as tartaric acid, malic acid 
and citric acid (food-grade); 

(xvii) permitted emulsifying and stablising agents; 

(xviii) vitqmins and minerals; 

(xix) sodium bi-carbonate; 
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(xx) Lubricants such as calcium, magnesium or 
sodium salts of stearic acid, talc (not ex¬ 
ceeding 0.2 per cent) It shall not contain 
artificial swectners and permitted coaltar 
food colour. 

Mineral oil (Food grade), if used as lubri¬ 
cant shall not exceed the limt of 0.2 per 
cent by weight. 

It shall also confront to the following 
standards:— 

(i) Sucrose content—Not less than 85.0 per cent 

by weight 

(ii) Ash sulphated (Salt—Not more than 3.0 % 

free basis) by weight 

(iii) Ash insoluble in —Not more than 0.2 % 

dilute Hydrochloric acid by weight 

It may contain sulphur dioxide in concentration 
not exceeding 350 parts per milli on.”
